Se ia the leader of the largest sto edores'’ union in Callao, and is being aided 
in the new COC by expelled Communisis Pedro Curav aud “uillerne Rouwi lion. 

The announced purpose of the orgay.ay om ss vo establish better working, 
living, and sanitary conditions inthe Callao area and to improve exi sting 
oengion ind bonus regulations affe ving workers in the region. The leaders 

of COC alse hore to have legislat:m introduced in the vresent congress by 
Sicardo de la Puente, who was elec:ed senator from Callao and whe was 

appointed Linister of Government rund Police. 


2. Rouilior was one of de la Puenti ‘’s electoral arents and was of great 
assistarce in Lining uw» labor simporl. Rouillon, through his friendship 
with Tizon, succeeded in gettin: almost solid support from the stevedores? 
and maritime unions for de la famte. De la Puente, who is a Pradista, is 
not a Consunist or a symvathizer However, he is reported to have demonstrated 
8 friendly attitude toward Cowarist elements in Callao dur'ne the Prada 
administration, in which he was iin'ister of Government. He is also umder 
obligation to the COC as long as that groun has Rouillen's supports.

Cornejo, member of the Schoclteache-s' Unions (tu) Ugerriza, a flour 
mill employees anc. Socrates tuistre:, a fisherman. It is reported that 
this organization can count o1 sun: srt from acoroxinately 90 vercent of 
the labor unions in Callao, i:eludiig stevedores, maritime worters, seaman, 
chauffeurs, truck drivers, bahors, stewery and flour mill amn'loyees, school 
teachers, and members of indepondern: labor grours, and mumiciral envloyveas. 
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The COC rlans to seek the aid of de la Puente as legal adviser to the

Povillo-: has stated privetcly thet he is in favor of cooperation with 

duan T. Luna, end claimed to have been responsible for convineing Tizon 

of the mivantages to COC in securing Inna's sucport. Tiszon sent Rouilion, 
Sanchez, and Unistres to call on Luna as official delegates uf the Uomite, 
soliciting Luna's cooveration and recuesting him to supvort de la Vuente 

in any lebor Wels lens: claims, and recommendations introduced in Conrress. 
The delepstes were well receives by Luna, whe assured them of his interest 
tn COC activities, and indicated willingness to cooverate, provided the CC 
joined the Accion \olitica Nacione! de los Trabajadores, to which Tizon is 
st presert onvosed. According to source, Fouillen, whe is in favor of an 
Slignment between the COC and the APUTP, is in a vosition to get Tizon 

to arvree 'o such cooperation. 


it has been learned that dissident Communist Victor Gallardo, former ~ember 
of the Party's Central Committes end leader of the construction workers in 
lira during the Prado admi-istration, hes manifested an imterest in tha Coc. 
Callardo *s said to be anxious to create a new Communist organization which. 
will be united, and able to work harmoniously toward the industrialization 
of Feru. However, according to Rouillen, Gallardo's offer of as-istance 
vas not favoratiy wecoived by Tizon and other dissident Communist members 
of the C00, 


Callarde is reportedly regarded by Peruvian Com unists as an authority on 
eyndieate and labor union organizetion, and is said to have received 
instructions in tho organization of labor unions in Moscow. Gallardo was 
conuceted with the Communist publication Laher, to which he contributed 
erticles on unions and labor management, in which he referred to unions os 

“schools of democracy". Gallardo is eta aes vo have attended a worker's 
congress in Santiaro, Chile in 1943, with Peruvian Communists Juan Cerna 
end Juan i’, Luna. This congress was oresided over by Vicente Lombardo 
Teledano. 


There is no information available to indicate that Alipie Orberoso has jo'ned 
the C3", being still orposed to any labor organization headed by Tizon. 
Nowever, since many of the Jrbegoso-controlled stevedore unions are now 
included in the COC, it is thought likely that Orberoso will soon he forced 
to join the organization, or at least accent it.

le was ex-elled from the Cr in 1044, and had at ore time been a member of 

the Party's “ress and Propaganda Committee. Rouillion was also a member of 

the Executive Comittee of the Teruvian Democratic Anti-Fascist Committee, 

s, Commun’ stefro-t orrani zation which was im existence in 1°42 He was 

comected with the forner Conmmnist news organ Ve ocracia y Trabajo.
